We're back with one of our mid-month "minis," with this month's featuring a special 
selection of all things related to trains! Though one might not realize it at first, one can 
dive into a great assortment of types within this intriguing theme. Since other topics tend 
to get the latinized treatment, such as Pax in Nummis (for medals pertaining to peace 
and peace treaties) and Medicina in Nummis (for those pertaining to medicine and 
health), we figured that creating the term Viae Ferreze (or Viae Ferreae) in Nummis only 
fitting. 


Most of this mini's items emanate from Argentina and Sweden, though medallic 
representations of trains exist all over the globe, with most beginning to appear in the 
latter part of the 19th century. One of the main reasons for the exuberant use of the train 
was the fact that the iron rails represented a means of connecting one place to another, 
many times covering a great distance and all while standardizing a scheduling for 
shipping and traveling. Though we certainly take trains for granted these days, it was not 
that long ago that their use was a newly found vital aspect of life. So great was their effect 
upon life that the concept of the time zone was created in order to keep various areas in 
synch and thus, on schedule. In the United States, the use of four time zones was put 
into effect on 18 November 1883 (though they wouldn't become official until 1918). 
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As such, it becomes much more clear why the commemoration of railway inaugurations 

was such a momentous occasion. Take, for example, this medal, which celebrates the 

50th anniversary of Argentina's first railway. It even depicts the nation's first engine, La 
Portefhia, on the obverse...
